sclves of tho opportunities ‘offered, but 
from conversations which I have had with 
many of them it sppours that. they are 
prevented from so duing by want of capital, 
and also want of example in making a 
begiining. : < 

Onoo given a start, cach of these small 
heldors could easily und profitably rear one 
or two bullocks far the Honghons market, 
and in courso of time the wholyot the beef 
supply of the Coluny could so be: drawn 
from tho Extension, instead of from 
Kwang Tung, Kwong ‘Si, Tonquin, and 
other places ag at prosent—all of which are 
under fureign control 

It appears to mo that the fira-assistance
